Freopedia is based on the original 
QR pedia concept developed by 
Wikimedia UK for Monmouth, 
Wales. The name itself comes 
from the commonly used "Freo" in 
reference to Fremantle and "pedia" 
an online shorthand way to refer to 
an encyclopaedia. 



Read the stories of Fremantle from 
the Dreamtime to the present day 
through wars, recessions, and 
mining booms it is all here. 



Literally hundreds of hours of research for the development of 
online articles have been put together by volunteer organisation 
Fremantle Society. This is a collaborative project between 
Wikimedia Australia and the Fremantle Society it has been 
supported by the City of Fremantle, State Records Office and 
Fremantle Ports. 

Funding for the plaques and marketing materials have been 
provided by the Fremantle Business Improvement District (BID).
